Senator Penrose in a final warning 
said the bill if passed would put private 
armor-plate plants out of business and 
rajse the price of plate $200 a ton on 
pending contracts. The action was taken 
after hearings. 

The House voted Monday, without a 
roll call, to equip navy yards to con- 
struct battleships 43 and 44. It ap- 
propriated $500,000 for improvements at 
the Mare Island yard, at San Francisco, 
and $100,000 for increased facilities at 
the New York navy yard.

the British side in the case. It is pointed 
out that the article in question begins 
with the following words: 

“The vessels of war, public and private, 
of both parties shall carry freely where- 
soever they please, the vessels and effects 
taken from their enemies, etc.” 

The article is. held to apply ‘only to 
vessels of war and vessels which are 
“public and private,” that is to say, 
“privateers.” The argument is offered 
that the Appam is in no sense a vessel 
of war or a privateer, nor was she ac- 


companied by a vessel of war or a pri- |_ 


vateer into Hampton Roads. The fur- 
ther argument is offered that if the 
United States shall rule that article 19 
applies in this case the United States 
shall, by the same token, recognize the 
legality of privateering, a sea practise 
which has long been banished from the 
international code. 

The Appam, as a matter of fact, was 
a merchant vessel captured by a,yes- 
sel of war, and came into Hampton 
Roads without convoy as contemplated 
in article 19. 


NAVY WIRELESS IS

NEW YORK, N. Y.—The wireless of 
the United States navy is the finest and 
most powerful in the world, asserted 
Walter H. Pumphrey, special assistant 
United States attorney-general, in an 
argument before the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals here Monday, in a 
suit of the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
Company of America against Emil J. 
Simon. The Marconi company, which 
alleged “Simon had infringed. on their 
patents in certain work for the navy, 
lost the case before Federal Judge C. 
M. Hough and appealed. 

Inventions by navy experts, Mr, Pum- 
phrey said, had perfected Simon’s ap- 
paratus. He- declined to give particulars 
of the inventions, declaring that to dis- 
close them would be injurious to the 
efficiency of the navy.

‘AGREEMENT IN 
LUSITANIA CASE 
TO BE TENTATIVE 


'Finality Will Be Given It Only 
| When It Passes Test of Public 
Opinion—May Hold Smking 
to Be Illegal but Justified

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Feollowmg an 
hour’s conference this morning before 
the cabinet meeting between the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Lansing announce- 
ment was made at the White House that 
the Secretary and Count Bernstorff, the 
German ambassador, will meet this af- 
ternoon to arrange a tentative agree- 
ment in the Lusitania case. A further 
announcement may be made later in the 
day, after the agreement is drawn. 

It is understood that the settlement 
|is to be made “tentative” in order that 
it may be submitted to the country be- 
fore being made final. 

In effect, according to this program, 
the American people are to sit im the 
case as a committee of the whole, and 
if public opinion uphokis the “tentative” 
agreement, finality will be given it br 
the government. The case turns on the 
question of Germany's position on the 
illegality of the act. There may be a 
technical admission that the sinking of 
the liner was illegal but justified. 

Germany has taken the position that 
the sinking cannot be disavowed, because 
the commander of the submarine was 
acting under orders. If the United 
States shall consent to the proposition 
that the act was “illegal but justified,” 
it is argued by those in opposition te 
this doctrine that it will invelve Ameri- 
can assent that the sacrifice of her citi- 
zens on the ship was justified. 

The statement issued Monday by Sec- 
retary Lansing bearing on the Lusitania 
case, in which he said, “this government 
has not increased its demands in the 
Lusitania case as set forth in the notes 
of May 13, June 9 and July 21,” haa 
served to revive’ interest in the exact 
status of the case so far as the United 
States is concerned. There have been se 
many speculative theories both at home 
and abroad concerning the position of 
this country that the statement of the 
secretary, though brief, is taken to epi- 
tomize officially the exact grounds on 
which the American case is based, re- 
| gardless of all that may be said to the 
contrary. 

It is possible that the country may be 
taken into the confidence of the admin- 
istration in a few days in this case. 
The President is beginning to realize that 
much misinformation has gone out to the 
people—un-American information that 
should be eliminated from popular 
thought.

CALCUTTA, India—The proposal to 
float a special Indian war loan emanates 
from the Indian War League recently 
started at Karachi. Hon. M, de P. Webb, 
Karachi’s leading man, is one of the 


prime movers in this matter, and he is at 
the moment of writing in Calcutta en- 
deavoring to interest the vast commer- 
cial interests of “Jutopolis,” as Caloutta 
is sometimes described, in the proposition, 

In a letter to the Statesman, Mr. Webb 
explains his plan. He considers that 
India might afford still further help in 
the great work of defeating the enemy, 
by mobilizing some of her scattered mon- 
etary forces and placing them at the dis- 
posal of the government. The idea is 
that “if facilities were created through- 
out the whole country for the reception 
by government of national service money, 
then great numbers of people would read- 
ily come forward month after month 
with 10 per cent of their income (or pos- 
sibly more) for investment with govern- 
ment for war purposes.” 

It is proposed that government should 
pay 5 per cent for such money, that 
every postoffice, treasury, approved bank 
or other house or agency should be auth- 
orized. to receive deposits, that bearer 
bonds of 100 rupees; or even 50, should 
be made available if desired, that the 
interest on such bonds should be made 
payable, under suitable safeguards, at 
any postoffice, kutcherry, or treasury in

The distance, 
even by the northern route, was con- 
siderable, and the west coast of the 
Highlands with its deep indentations 
and numerous off-lying islands, was, 
moreover, an almost perfect lair for hos- 
tile submarines.

In the same human interest vein he 
followed in writing “The Country Boy,” 
though with a much more complicated 
plot, Mr. Selwyn has designed his amus- 
ing new play dealing with the experi- 
ences of two youths who cry out in 
their discouragement that the world 
owes them a living and they are going 
to get it; but before they get through 


they change this slogan to something 
nearer to ethical and economic truth, 
realizing that they must give full value 
for goods received. Thus has Mr. Selwyn 
corrected the confidence man philosophy 
preached in “Get Rich Quick Walling- 
ford,” a play that bid fair for a time of 
turning the whole American theater of 
farce awry. . 

“Rolling Stones” may be called an im- 
personation farce with. melodramatic 
incidents, pretty steadily human in its 
appeal. The fun arises out of the efforts 
of a youth to pass off a chance ac- 
quaintance as Braden, the supposedly lost 
heir to half a fortune. The inheritance 
carries with it the proviso that Braden 
marry the girl who inherits the other 
half of the fortune. Since Braden is 
already married secretly he doesn’t claim 
the inheritance at once, but goes to Chi- 
cago with the hope that the gir) will 
wed some other man and so release him 
from the marriage proviso. The train 
upon which he journeys is wrecked, he 
apparently disappears and there seems 
nothing to prevent the pair of schem- 
ers from stepping into his shoes. 

As Braden cannot tell the truth, he is 
obliged to stand by with a rather wry 
face and watch the youngsters run the 
candy business he has inherited. More 
than that, they hire him at $10 a week 
and think him highly paid at that. Since 
this is a play of situations, in which 
the interest is largely in the surprising 
turns to the lively plot, it is hardly fair 
to the prospective auditor to tell the 
story in detail. Toward the end the 
youngsters are*caught in the net of their 
own fabrication, and it looks as though 
they must lose their liberty and the 
good opinion of the girls who have prom- 
ised to marry them. Happily Mr, Selwyn 
has based the boys’ redemption upon 
the soundness of their own characters, 
so Buck and Dave wind up happily be- 
cause they pretty well deserve to. Cer- 
tainly the ending satisfied the large 
audience as did all the rest .of the enter- 
tainment, to judge from the unrelaxed 
interest and frequent hearty laughter. 

Expertly, Mr. Selwyn visualizes his 
whole story in action, and seldom gives 
the players merely “actory” effects. 
True, there are moments when laughs 
are raised by mere tricks of miming, 
as by the boarding-house keeper and 
her husband in the first act, an act which 
hardly measures up to’ the rest of the 
play in interest. Apart from these two 
characters, the personages seem reflec- 
tions of life, somewhat thin at times, 
but still human rather than stagy in 
their conception. Altogether, this is a 
play which. Mr. Selwyn may _ well 
respect himself for having written. That 
he cares much about the play is evi- 
dent from the revisions he made after 
the New York run was under way, suc- 
cessfully eliminating a Wallingford taint 
from the two boys. 

Oharles Ruggles, who plays Dave, is a 
comedy find, that rare combination of 
natural comic style, ingratiating indi- 
viduality, agreeable voice and intensity 
of method that projects every stroke of 
acting and every inflection of emotion 
swiftly over the footlights, The spon. 
tancity, the sceming improvisation of his 
work is refreshing in comparison with 
the cut and dried methods of much cur- 
rent acting. 

He has the true actor’s devotion to 
the work in hand, telling the story of 
the play. He never breaks the illusion 
by playing to the audience, always he is 
in the picture. Even this feet are funny 
in their odd postures. With natural tal- 
ent he projects uneonventional details 
that he has observed in life outside the 
theater. His expressive face is accented 
by two dimples which deepen into lines 
that underscore his whimsical smile. 
Steadily his voice takes on the color 
of his thought in character. Altogether 
he is the most interesting youngster 
that has come to the stage in some time. 

Miss Brainerd did _ sincere work 
throughout the evening in a character 
that places the burden of long silences 
on her. She made these silences elo- 
quent, and her responses glowed with 
subtle gradations of emotion. . She is 
pretty in a contrasting way with the 
kittenish charm of Miss Carroll. The 
latter managed ‘to make more of her 
role than a conventional ingenue, and 
made all her scenes with Mr, Ruggles 
daintily piquant. 

Harrison Ford, a handsome youth, acted 
pretty steadily with sincerity, and would 
better his performance if the stage man- 
ager would tell him where he lapses 
slightly into conventionality. Mr. Ayles- 
worth appears not happily cast as Bra- 
den. The role seems to call for more 
unetuous methods. Mr. Kearney in a 
slight role never underscored a word 
unduly. Frank Kingdon was a believ- 


able lawyer, and, small roles are well 
done. The stage management is adroit, 
changes of scene quickly made, and the 
taste in settings and costumes deserves 
high praise. 
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IMORGAN GIFT TO 


METROPOLITAN'S 
ART COLLECTION

NEW YORK, N. Y.—The thing that is 
of as much interest as any in connec- 
tion with the great gift of J..P. Morgan 
to the Metropolitan ‘Museum of Art, an- 
nounced last week—other, of course, than 
intrinsic and historic values—is the fact 
that many believed the financier would 
sell these parts of his father’s collection— 
or at least a portion of, them—which 


were originally only lent to the museum, | p 


It is safe to say that the announcement 
of the gift, which ineluded the world’ 
famed Raphael, the Colonna Madonna, 
“Virgin “and Child Enthroned With 
Saints,” came as a complete surprise to 
most art authorities and connoisseurs. 
Mr. Morgan’s announcement, brief and to 
the point as it was, simply explained 
that he was acting “in pursuance of my 
father’s idea.” 

Upon reflection, however, it is pointed 
out by the Metropolitan museum author- 
ities that the elder Mr. Morgan had fer 
some years been impressed with the 
thought that entirely too little attention 
was paid in these days to decorative arts 
and that he probably determined: to raise 
them to a higher level of appreciation 
by giving the public an opportunity to 
study the finest examples to be obtained. 
Thus, it is not considered improbable 
that he regarded his Hoentsche! collection 
of many hundred pieces and in many in- 
stances impossible of duplication, as one 
of the most important features of all his 
collections and so @etermined that it 
should become a permanent possession 
of the public through the museum. Other 
collections, important, but not for simi- 
lar reasons, have already been disposed 
of at auction by Mr. Morgan. 

With the announcement of the gift, 
those who profess to a knowledge of 
the values of art works are again busy 
estimating and, as is often the case, 
there are about as many estimates as 
estimators. Aside from the generally 
accepted valuation of $500,000 placed on 
the Raphael, there is so wide a diversity 
of opinion concerning the Hoentschel 
collection and the two pieces of French 
sculpture from the Chateau de Biron, 
that anything from $1,000,000 to twice 
that amount, or evem more, might be 
correct, for the total value of the Mor- 
gan gift. 

Concerning the two French sculptures 
which Mr. Morgan includes in his gift, 
the museum’s announcement says: 

“These were not secured by Mr. Mor- 
gan from M. Hoentschel, but they came 
from the seat of the Biron family, in 
Perigord, where they formed the chief 
feature of the chateau chapel, one of the 
finest in France, They date from the 
early part of the sixteenth century.” 

The Colonna Madonna, whieh for cen- 
turies has been regarded as one of the 
most colossal examples of the painter’s 
art, found its way into the Morgan col- 
lection, and thence into the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, from the National gal- 
lery in London, where it had been part 
of a loan exhibition. The great paint- 
ing was ordered for the chapel of the 
convent of St. Anthony of Padua, in 
Perugia. It was completed in 1505, 
something more than a year having been 
expended on the painting. 

For more than a century and a half it 
remained in the chapel and finally came 
into possession of the Colonna family of 
Rome, where it stayed until 1802. Later 
it was successively the property of 
Francis I. and Frageis Il., kings of the 
Sicilies, and finally was placed on exhibi- 
tion at the South Kensington museum, 
some time later being offered for sale. 
Mr. Morgan purchased it in 1901 from 
Charles Sedelmeyer.

There really isn’t enough plot in “A 
Mix-Up” to extend over three’ acts, so 
Stella Mayhew, out of the goodness of 
her heart, turns to, in the second act, 
and helps out by singing some of the 
songs that people expect from her.

Men may be judged by many stand- 
ards, plays and playwrights by few. If 
one would consider Hall Caine’s new 
play from the standpoint of the inten- 
tion of the author, it might be possible 
to read into it, through all the maze of 
meladroit motivation, coincidence, rep- 
etition, and the characteristic Caine emo- 
tion for its own sake, a desire on the 
part of the author to present to both 
Englishmen and Germans the spectacle of 
their unfairness to each other bred of 
the hysteria of war. Such an idea, pre- 
sented with the courage, the audacity 
so necessary to the playwright making 
any claims to enduring fame—and with 
some little degree of artistry in working 
it out—might be the first of the great 
plays which the war will inspire. Mr. 
Caine, however, with that excess of fair- 
ness which is unfairness, to put the most 
charitable construction upon it, has 
painted both sides of: the contending 
groups in his play in the whitest of col- 
ors and the verities suffer in the process. 
The story deals with two groups of 
people—each group uninteresting col- 
lectively and individually. The prime 
minister of England, during the “next 
war” (with Germany), engages as a 
governess Margaret Schiller, one of a 
family of Germans in London. The 
means by which this lady is brought 
into his household is made much of by 
the author. By piling coincidence on co- 
incidence, by protesting too much with 
a mass of corroborative detail, she is 
kept there through four acts, her re- 
version from hate to admiration and a 
kind of adoration for the prime minister 
come about with her discovery of his 
kindness and ¢onsideration for his house- 
hold and friends, and his chivalrous 
words for the gallant enemy. Her ident- 
ity is discovered, however, and circum- 
stances are again arranged to make her 
life forfeit if she be not kept in her 
position as governess to the prime min- 
ister’s child.

Mies Fiske has gone far along the road 
of expression, for she is past the stage 
where she depends upon copying na- 
ture. Having mastered the ability to 
paint literally, she now goes beneath 
the surface and grasping the essentials 
of form presents them at will as decor 
tion, as pattern or as poetized impres- 
sion. She has what has been called the 
painter-like attitude toward her sub- 
jects, the ability to paint as she sees 
the object (not as she knows it to be as 
a mere fact) the vision modulated by 
the play of light and the refraction of 
color upon color. 

“The Shadow,” lent by Mrs. Edward 
H. Harrington, New York, was awarded 
a silver medal at the Pan-American ex- 
position at San Francieco. The classic 
element of chiaroscuro, always dramatic, 
is employed with skillful effect. About 
half the large canvas is in cool trans- 
parent shadow, which almost envelops 
the standing figure of a young woman, 
who is gowned in cool white. A peacock 
screen, also largely white, forms the 
background, with figures in blue and 
red tones. There is a sculpturesque 
quality in the handling of the figure. 

“Portrait of a Chemist” is an inter- 
esting success in working under cross 
lights. Again the form is painted with 
a keen feeling for the third dimension, 
and agreeable bits of color are provided 
in odd spots by the bottles of liquids 
on the shelves at the back. 

“Lincoln. Hills” shows the artist to 
have a good command of aerial perspec- 
tive, with clouds like those Davis paints, 
a rolling country in masses of green and 
yellow, with distant purple hills. “By 
the Rond,” which has been hanging in 
the long gallery at the Guild for several 
weeks, continues to draw attention be- 
cause of the gay notation of the bright 
colors in the women’s parasols on the 
farther bank of a pretty pool, with long 
curving ripples breaking up the reflec- 
tions of green and yellow foliage. 

Miss Fiske’s ability to reconstruct na- 
ture in its essentials upon her canvases 
is seen at its fullest in her small 
sketches. Here she discovers decorative 
values with ease and surety, and sets 
them forth with taste and selection that 
results in works that could hardly be 
bettered, in their unpretentious way, by 
much studio revision. In the larger 
works “Gray Day” and “Indian Summer” 
are pleasing decorative studies of a sim- 
ilar scene under varying conditions. 

Lucy Conant, long known for her hand- 
some water color paintings, particularly 
the series made in the Alps, is repre- 
sented, in what will be to many a new 
guise, for the current fortnight at the 
Copley gallery, 103 Newbury street, 
where she is showing decorative studies, 
designs for stained glass windows, and 
her large Russian puppet decorations 
that have pleased the patrons of the 
new Toy theater, now the Copley, for the 
past year. 

There is novelty in one group of 
studies, evidently from sub-aquatic ma- 
terials; with the dainty pink of corals, 
the soft blues, greens, yellows of kelp, 
and the silver of fish and air bubbles 
providing strangely beautiful motifs, , 

The solidity of this artist’s design is 
to be noted in her mass cartoons in ful! 
color for stained glass. Here the lead- 
ing is artfully planned out to accent the 
form rather than break it up meaning- 
lessly, and the groupings are worked 
out according to the soundest elements 
of composition. A good deal of a les- 
son in design is this exhibition. 

A hint of Miss Conant’s water color 
painting is seen in a pair of Italian trip- 
tychs, with gardens and Alpine heights 
pictured with the true flatness of va- 
ried color in the manner of mural deco- 
ration. Then there are gorgeous studies 
for jewel boxes and designs for jewelry 
that one longs to see carfied out. 

In the front gallery Otis Philbrick 
exhibits some 16 works, which run rath- 
er steadily to sleeping children for sub- 
jects. Admirable as is the craftsman- 
ship, like every show that tends toward 
monotony of subject, the artist may 
not to all tastes be quite doing justice 
to himself. He has succeeded, let it be 
added, with a subject that almost al-

cause he obviously knows thoroughly 
and loves tenderly the pretty youngsters 
he is depicting.

It has the air of novelty, though all lis- 
teners know, or ought to know that it is 
coming. It finds every audience off its 
guard. And\the reason is that this pian- 
ist, while having an unmistakable streak 
of contrariness in him, has no touch 
whatever of queerness. For a player 
who is merely eccentric can surprise but 
once. He only amuses after that. Per- 
haps something less reminiscent of the 
highway should describe the performante 
of Monday than contrary. A madé-up 
word might do better, such, for example, 
as contrastful. The old effect of con- 
trast, indeed, is well served under this 
artist’s method. His purpose seems to 
be to send home jhe message of his 
writers by presenting at the same mo- 
ment two contradictory ideas about them, 
One of his plans is to .ake an obvious 
type of composition, like the suite, with 
its half dozen or so of accurately carpen- 
tered pieces, some with joints mitered, 
others with them mortised and still oth- 
ers with them doweled, and to assert 
their structural qualities by denying 
them. 

The “Holberg” suite, accordingly, turned 
out in the interpretation to be not thea 
prelude, sarabande, gavotte, air and rig- 
‘adoon in seventeenth century style des- 
ignated in the program, but a little group 
of essays on present-day lifé. It was 
by no means an abstract study in an- 
cient forms by Grieg, the historian and 
scholar, but a sketch of modern men 
and manners by Grieg, the observer and 
recorder of passing events. The Schu- 
mann “Childhood” pieces, on the other 
hand, proved to be not the fireside pic- 
tures their titles indicate, but a group 
of severely outlined and rigidly harmon- 
ized melodies, excellent for persons who 
want music wherewith to exercise their 
fingers and wrists at the keyboard. 

The ‘contradictions extended beyond 
Grieg and Schumann to Brahms and 
Debussy, though perhaps not to Chopin. 
The tenderness of Brahms in the F minor 
sonata was put in a majestic light; the 
pathos of this composer was expressed 
as grandeur. Debussy was changed from 
an impressionist in one of his Spanish 
scenes into a realist. He was the last 
and probably to the majority of the 
listeners the greatest surprise of the alf- 
ternoon.

No one person was to take the credit 
of whatever has been accomplished by 


the schools, Dr. Dyer said in beginning 
his report; the ideas had emanated from 
the school committee and their success- 
ful application was due to the loyalty, 
team work and professional attitude of 
the teachers, The happiest stroke the 
school committee had made in all the 
years Dr. Dyer thought to be the re- 
moval of certain rules that had been 
objectionable to the teachers. It had 
prepared the way for a fine attitude 
on the part of the teachers, The teach- 
ers appreciated it and he did not know 
of a single instance where they had been 
presumed upon as a consequence, 


Dr, Dyer dwelt at length upon the de- 
velopment of this professional attitude 
among the teachers, He differentiated 
it from the partisan emphasizing the 
teachers’ attitude toward their work 
as studious and critical; not that. It is 
the best, but Is it the best? This had 
been assisted, he believed, by the lecture 
courses provided by the school eommit- 
tee in the last three years. He gave 
instances where one teacher taking such 
a course had aroused the active inter- 
est of his whole district in a subject. 
There was scarcely a night in the school 
year, he said, but there was a profes- 
sional meeting of teachers. He asked 
if the time had not come for some recog- 
nition of this devotion in a practical 
way. 

He reviewed the work of the schools 
to ascertain the real value of the teach- 
ing done in the schools and estimated 
that the teaching of fundamentals had 
improved from 12 to 17 per cent in the 
last three years. In spelling Bostém 
school children showed an average of 
| 20 per cent higher than that of children 
elsewhere in the United States, tested 
according to the same scale, he said. 

The great burden of the school system 
rested on the first grade teachers, the 
superintendent said, and what might be 
done to relieve them should be given 
first consideration. He recommended 
that immediate attention be given to 
overcrowded conditions in high schools, 
These schools have registered 17,000 stu- 
dents, the largest proportion in the Eng- 
lish speaking world, taxing the buildings 
to their capacity and in some instances 
far beyond. He spoke especially of 
the Dorchester and English high schools, 
He proposed three plans for the relief 
of this condition, two new high schools 
and additions to others, several inter- 
mediate schools, organizing seventh, 
eighth and ninth grades on the interme- 
diate plan in elementary school dis- 
tricts to include first year high school, 
or a combination of these plans. 

Dr. Dyer urged the immediate reor- 
ganization of military drill in high 
schools; that the size of classes in high 
schools be given early consideration; that 
the elementary schools be reorganized 
on a more equal and economic basis; 
that there be an expansion of the trade 
school far girls, a development of prevo- 
cational work and cooperative high school 
coures and the continuation school. Ad- 
ditional elementary school buildings are 
needed, he said, |

PHILIPPINE 1921 | 
FREEDOM BILL 
IS CONSIDERED 


Representative Jones Planning to 
’ Alter Measure in the House to 
“Give Islands Definite Inde- 


pendence Instead of Promise

WASHINGTON, D. C.—A_ Philippine 
independence bill even more radical than 
the one passed last week by the Senate 
which, by the Clarke amendment, frees 
the island from American control in from 
two to four years, may be introduced 
in the House by Representative Jones, 
chairman of the insular affairs commit- 
tee. After his half hour conference with 
the President yesterday Mr. Jones is 
seriously considering the substitution of 
his “independence in 1921” bill intro- 
duced by him and favorably reported by 
his committee in the Sixty-Second Con- 
gress in the place of the pending “in- 
dependence promise” bill which passed 
the House in the Sixty-Third Congress. 
This bjJl sets the definite date for in-| 
dependence at July 4, 1921, and provides 
in detail for the setting up of a republi- 
can form of government .on the islands 
so it will be in running order before that 
date. |

The commit- 
tee will meet probably tomorrow, to de- 
termine whether to substitute the Sen- 
ate act for the “promise” bill they have 
had under consideration, or to go a step 
further and name a definite date for in- 
dependence—1920, 1921 or 1922, 

It is reasonably certain that the Sen- 
ate bill will not be allowed to stand as it 
is, for it is regarded as incongruous in its 
present form. The body of the bill care- 
fully provides for a more autonomous 
government and the last section, the 
Clarke amendment, nullifies the rest of 
the measure by. providing independence. 

The principal deficiency in the Senate 
bill, from the House committees’ point 
of view, is the absence of definite pro- 
vision for establishment of a government 
on the islands to take charge when 
American sovereignty is withdrawn. 
Should the Clarke idea of two to four 
years be accepted by the House com- 
mittee, the rest of the Jones-Hitchcock 
bill may be struck out and the machin- 
ery of the 1912 Jones bills substituted, 
which provides for a constitutional con- 
vention, elections, a president, a con- 
gress and an entire government patterned 
after the United States government. 

President Wilson is in the peculiar 
position of having approved, at different 
times, both the Jones-Hitchcock inde- 
pendence promise bill and the Clarke 
amendment adopted by the Senate. He 
is now trying to decide what to do. 
Last Congress he was enthusiastically 
back of .the promise bill; last month, 
it is understood, after'he called on Sen- 
ator Clarke at the latter’s hotel, he ac- 
quiesced in the Clarke amendment as 
modified to two to four years. It is 
understood that the amendment was 
flashed to him by wireless when he was 
on his yacht Mayflower, and the answer 
wirelessed that he could see no objection 
to the modified form. 

A bit of history, pertaining here, is 
related by Mr. Jones. Mr. Jones wanted 
to press his “definite date” bill in 1912, 
but was held back by Majority Leader 
Underwood, who wanted to confine the 
campaign issues to the tariff. Mr. Jones 
wrote most of the Baltimore platform’s 
Philippine plank, but the resolutions 
committee, principally Mr. Bryan, struck 
out the definite date provision and sub- 
stituted the independence promise, hold-. 
ing out to Mr. Jones the belief that the 
substituted provision would bring inde- 
pendence in two yeats instead of eight. 
When Mr. Wilson was nominated House 
leaders agreed that he should decide 
whether to press the “definite date” bill 
at that session. Mr. Jones was invited 
to Seagirt, N. J., and Mr. Wilson agreed 
that the bill should be pressed to enact- 
ment before the election. Complications 
arose in the House, however, and the 


rules committee failed to give a rule for 


its consideration. After Mr. Wilson be- 
came President he took a more conserva- 
tive view and advised Mr. Jones to con- 
fine his bill to a promise of independence, 
following the Baltimore platform, with-

tunnels toll appropriation order. 

Mayor Curley was awaiting council's 
action and he at once affixed his signa- 
ture, giving his official approval to the 
order and sent it to President William 
A. Bancroft of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company. The president of the Ele- 
vated railway at 12:36 signed his formal 
order directing that the collecting of 
tolls in the different stations in the tun- 
nel cease forthwith. 

General Bancroft’s order directing that 
the taking of tolls cease in the tunnel 
was given to Superintendent James 
Smith of division 8 of the Elevated or 
the subway and tunnel division. He 
posted notices and directed the removal 
of the gates and turnstales in the Devon- 
shire station of the tunnel at 12:40, just 
four minutes after President Bancroft 
had signed the order. 

The mayor’s order to the council was 
as follows: 

“Ordered, that to meet in part the ex- 
penses during the financial year begin- 
ning Feb. 1, 1916, for interest and sink- 
ing fund requirements on the East Bos- 
ton tunnel debt, issued under authority 
of chapter 548, acts of 1894; chapter 500, 
acts of 1897; chapter 190, acts of 1903, 
and chapter 187, acts of 1905, the sum 
of $77,910 be and hereby is appropriated 
and that said amount be raised by tax- 
ation, upon the polls and estates taxable 
in the city of Boston.” 

The tunnel -tolls could not have been 
abolished earlier because it was not 
possible for the city to legally appro- 
priate the money to cover the deficit 
until the beginning of the new fiscal 
year, which started with the swearing

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MEMBER OF CIVIL 
SERVICE BOARD 
DEFENDS ITS ACTS 


Elmer L. Curtis in Statement 
Says . Criticism Has Ariser 


From Ignorance or Malice 


Defending the Massachusetts civil ser- 
vice commission from criticism which, 
he says, arises from “ignorance or mal- 


‘lice,’ Elmer L. Curtis, one of the mem- 


bers of the board, issues a statement on 
acts of the commission with relation to 
appointments of Mayor Curley. Mr. 
Curtis says: 

“It is said that the civil service com- 
mission ‘has béen for two years an an- 
nex of the Boston city hall machine and 
has done what the machine wished.’ 
This is a serious charge and those mak- 
ing it might reasonably be expected to 
back it up with evidence. So far, how- 
ever, while the charge has been reiter- 
ated, the only thing even remotely re- 
sembling proof is the statement that ‘the 
commission has approved every appoint- 
ment by the mayor which it has been 
called upon to cohsider.’ But this state- 
ment is false and the implication in- 
tended is without justification. 

“The commission has not approved 
every appointment. Our records show 
that two appointments were withdrawn 
as soon as it was learned that the com- 
mission had come into possession of cer- 
tain infor..ation which it was proceed- 
ing to investigate, the appointees as- 
suming, evidently, that confirmation was 
impossible. 

“IT cannot believe the public is yet 
ready to take this view. It surely is 
no part of the duty of the civil service 
commission to reject appointments sim- 
ply to please the mayor’s opponents, or 
to prove that it is “on the job.” 

“A notable case in point is that of 
Patrick O’Hearn, commissioner of pub- 
lic buildings. We were attacked vio- 
lently in the press for confirming his 
appointment. It was urged againet him 
that he had made a business of build- 
ing “three-decker” tenement houses, 
That was true, But we found the “three- 
deckers” he had built. were perfectly 
legal. No other charge was made, and 
as he met all tests satisfactorily, and 
as there was nothing of a personal or 
political nature that could be construed 
as a reason for hia rejection, we had no 
alternative, believing him to be compe: 
tent, but to confirm his nomination, Cer- 
tainly it would have been a strange in- 


_terpretagion of our duty to have re- 
jected him for building legal houses, And 


now our judgment has been vindicated 
by Mr, O'Hearn's record in office, for 
the city of Boston has no more compe- 
tent. official, 

“Another oase for which we have been 
severely criticized ia that of Francia J, 
Brennan, recently confirmed’ as atreet 
commissioner, The only reasons offered 
against the confirmation of Mr, Brennan 
were that he had been for two years the 
mayor's secretary and for years previous- 
ly had been “associated with Curley in 
the Tammany Club.” Here war supposed 
to be a perfect prima facie case of unfit- 
ness, and upon it the commission was 


expected to take the responsibility of |. 


rejecting the nomination. But ] presume 
we could have been impeached, and I 
know we ought to have been impeached, 
if we had taken any such view. 

“During the entire term of his ser- 
vice with the mayor, Mr. Brennan had 
been in close touch with the street-lay- 
ing-out department and during the year’s 
absence of the late Commissioner Charles 
had practically served in his place, al- 
though not formally appointed. On ex- 
amination he showed familiarity with 
the laws of taking property and laying 
out streets and with street traffic condi- 
tions. We found no reason whatsoever 
to doubt his competency.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil—In the 
course of a recent interview for the 
newspaper, El Estado de Sao Paulo, Dr. 
Assis Brazil spoke at length concerning 
economic, financial and political condi- 
tions in Brazil, and pointed out meas- 
ures needed for the development of ag- 
riculture. He opposed Japanese coloniza- 
tion in Brazil. 

In regard to the Argentine, Dr, Assis 
Brazil said there was every reason for 
bringing that country and this into still 
closer relations. He recalled that as 
Brazilian minister in Buenos Aires, he 


ment the desirability of working out cer- 
tain reciprocal free trade arrangements 
with Argentina, He proposed that Brazil- 
ian ports be opened to Argentine wheat 
and flour, because this was the only way 
to obtain cheap bread in Brazil; provided 
that Argentina granted free entry to 
rubber, cacao and other products. 

Pr. Assis Brazil said he did not believe 
there was such a thing as a “North 
American peril.” He was convinced that 
the relations of the United States with 
Brazil were sincere. But he believed finm- 


quite definite if Germany issued from the 
present war victorious, In that event, 
Germany would be mistress of the seas 
and would in all probability turn her 
eyes toward Brazil, he said.

Military Aide of Legation in 
Chile Says System Has Given 


People: Fine Preparation for 


Peace as Well as for War

SANTIAGO, Chile—The military. laws 
of Argentina, including those recently 
enacted, promise great development for 
the Argentine army, in the opinion of 
Comandante Mizén, military aide of the 


Argentine legation in Chile. The coman- 
dante recently granted an interview on 
the subject to’ a representative of EI] 


Mercurio. 


The new law concerning promotions in 
the army, which has been adopted by 
Congress to replace the former anti- 
quated one, will undoubtedly produce 
great benefits, he said. By fixing an 
order of rotation of commands, it will 
permit the perfecting of each one of the 
army chiefs. 

The officer went on to say that the re- 
cruiting law, while perhaps not ideal, 
assured the country a good organization 
for recruiting and conscription. He 
spoke with enthusiasm of the conscrip- 
tion plan in force in the Argentine. 
There, he said, all pay their debts to 
their country, all go for a little while 
into the barracks to learn how to de- 
fend the country. Every day the son 
of the millionaire and the son of the 
workman alike fill the vacancies left by 
the contingencies which pass into the 
reserves. 

To be frank, he continued, Argentina 
has other military projects in contem- 
plation, but not precisely such as there 
are here. The law of obligatory military 
service is already having good results, 
and the system has given the people a 
fine preparation for peace as wefl as for 
war, in case the national interests should 
make that, necessary. 

I do not mean to intimate by this, 
said Oomandante Mizén, that Argen- 
tina suspects any country of adverse 
purposes toward her; On the contrary, 
the entire atmosphere there is that of 
peace.

In the first half of the current fiscal 
year the Southern Railway has done very 
well in comparison with the similar six 
months of the June 30, 1915, fiscal period, 
when it lost earnings so very largely by 
reason of the depression in the cotton 
growing and manufacturing industries. 
It has not, however, in six months got 
back to the degree of strength in opera- 
tions reached in the year ended June 30, 
1914.

MIDVALE STEEL'S 
PURCHASE OF THE 
CAMBRIA COMPANY 


NEW YORK, N. Y.—Midvale Steel & 
Ordnance, which has purchased Cambria 
Steel, has authorized capital of $100,000,- 
000, par value $50, of which $75,000,000 
is outstanding. Midvale has no bonded 
debt, and stock issued represents actual! 
cash value of properties taken over when 
the company was formed. Midvale 
Steel has received millions of dollars in 
war orders from Europe, largely in form 
of rifles, Recently, the company made 
public a program for new construction, 
to cost approximately $6,000,000. Presi- 
dent Donner of Cambria Company, is 
closely allied in business with Henry C. 
Frick. Recently E. V. Babcock was 
elected a director to succeed E. B. Mor- 
ris, Arthur E. Newbold was elected chair- 
man of executive committee to succeed 
Mr. Morris. 

It was not known until Saturday last 
that there was rival bidding for Cam- 
bria Steel. The acquisition adds to 
strength of Midvale Steel from a finan- 
cia] as wel] as physical viewpoint. In 
gross business it placed Midvale in a 
class with Bethlehem Steel Corporation. 
Cambria Steel is a holder of large ore 
deposits in the North, which places 
Midvale in an impregnable position in 
the matter of raw supplies. The Mid- 
vale allies itself with additional strong 
steel interests and gives it a diversity 
in production that it could not other- 
wise attaih, except through vast ex- 
penditure of money for new construc- 
tion, which would require several years 
to complete. ne: 

It will be noted that Midvale Steel 
paid $1 a share more for Cambria stock 
than was offered by interests identified 
with Cambria- Youngstown Sheet & Tube- 
Lackawanna merger. It was proposed to 
consolidate these three companies on 
basis of $300 a share for Youngstown 
Sheet & Tube, $80 for Cambria, $90 for 
Lackawanna Steel. 

While no official statement thas been 
issued, it js probable that the new Mid- 
vale Steel stock will be exchanged for 
that of Cambria. Authorized capital of 
latter company is $50,000,000, of which 
$45,000,000 is outstanding. Midvale will 
pay for these 900,000 shares at $81 a 
share, a total of $72,900,000. Cambria 
has no bonded debt outside of $3,559,000 
Manufacturers Water Company 5 per 
cent bonds which it guarantees.

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HIGH OCEAN 


_ RATES HELP 
RAILROADS 


Estimated That Fully 80 Per 
Cent of Vessels Engaged in 
Coastwise Trade Withdrawn 
for Other Purposes 


NEW YORK, N. Y.—The high ocean 
rates to the war zone have caused fully 
80 per cent of the vessels formerly en- 
gaged in coastwise business to be with- 


drawn from that trade, a large percent- 
age of them being placed in European 
trade, and the others put to conveying 
the bumper crop of Cuban sugar from 
Havana to Europe, to New York and 
the refineries of the Gulf. 

The boats remaining in the costwise 
trade are those of steamship companies 
which have established lines of sailings 
and time schedules between coast ports, 
and only about 75 per cent of these 
boats are running regularly. These ves- 
sels canhot begin to handle the freight 
offered. They are accepting no new 
business and proportionating the boat 
space out to their reguiar customers, 
generally giving to each of these only 
a part of the tonnage sought. 

The occasional tramp steamer or sail- 
ing vessel that now engages in this trade 
is there on special contract. The regu- 
lar lumber. rate from Jacksonville to 
New York was on a $6 per 1000 feet 
basis. Today the steamers are getting 
$9 a ton for sugar from Havana to New 
York. This would be equal to $18 per 
1000 feet on lumber from Jacksonville, 
which is prohibitive, for the all-rail rate 
between these points is only $16 per 
+ 1000. 
A sailing vessel, that before the war 
was engaged in conveying lumber from 
Jacksonville to New York and merchan- 
dise on the return voyage and charged 
$5000 a trip, was chartered a few days 
ago to carry a cargo from New York to 
a northern South American port for $24,- 
000 for the trip. 


This situation in the coastwise trade, 
with demand from Europe growing and 
rates advancing, means that to prevent 
further business interruption shipments 
north and south must be by rail, which, 
of course, means increased tonnage and 
earnings for the railroads. 


STATE BANKS AND 
FEDERAL RESERVE 
BANKING SYSTEM 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—So many na- 
tional banks have gone into liquidation 
recently or consolidated with trust com- 
panies or become state banks that the 
federal reserve board has issued this 
statement: 

“The board from.the beginning has 
taken the attitude that it does not de- 
sire to interfere in matters of state leg- 
islation or state organization. What the 
board is trying to bring about is co- 
operation between national and state 
banks on a fair and equitable basis, 
and the board regrets therefore, that 
there should be felt in any state a dis- 


position to create further cleavage be- 
tween these banks such as would re- 
sult from a plan for breaking up the 
bankers’ association of such state into 
two separate organizations, one for the 
national banks and one for the state 
banks, It appears to the board that a 
common ground for both groups of banks 
should be sought rather than ground 
for séparation. 

“The states, as such, do not give up 
any of their privileges with respect to 
their banks by encouraging these banks 
to join the federal reserve system and 
the board has gone to the limit of its 
powers in keeping intact the powers of 
state banks which may join the system. 
The states have the same interest as 
the national government in the mainte- 
nance of high banking standards. 

“It is to be hoped that wise counsel 
will prevail, tha conviction gradually as- 
serting itself that there should be no 
feeling of competition between state and 


Jnational government which might produce 


a tendency to legislate downward as to 
banking standards, or create conditions 
of uncertainty rather than safety for 
the mere purpose of making one system 
more attractive from the profit-making 
standpoint than the other. The interest 
of both is the same; that is, to stand 
for the highest possible banking stand- 
ards, and to promote the greatest pos- 
sible degree of safety and banking effi- 
ciency.” 


CHICAGO LIVE 
STOCK RECEIPTS 


CHICAGO, Ill.—Live stock receipts in 
Chicago last week amounted to 344,239, 
a loss of 78,645 head but they were 121,- 
791 head in excess of last year. Deliv- 
eries of hogs fell off 68,054 head but 
gained 96,445 head as compared with the 
similar week of 1915. Arrivals of cattle 
decreased 15,419 head for the week but 
increased 15,947 over the corresponding 
period of one year ago. Sheep receipts 
increased 4818 head for the week and 
9389 head for the year.

GENERALELECTRIC STARTS 1916 - 


WITH BIG UNFILLED: BUSINESS 


Increase Expected Easily to Show 25 Per Cent Over Last 
Year and Even Remarkable Total of 1913 Ex-. 


pected to Be Eclipsed 


In its late fiscal year, the 12 months 
concluded. Dec. 31, General Electrie Com- 
pany presented a reversal of the previ- 
ous year in that the amount of orders’ 


booked was considerably greater than’ 
the amount billed out. In other words, 
in the 12 months just concluded Gen- 
eral Electric shipped out about $85,000,- | 
000 of apparatus and, took orders for} 
approximately $94,000,000. The previous: 
year goods billed out were some $5,000,- 
000 greater, or $90,467,000, while orders | 
received were $83,748,521, or $11,000,000 | 
less than the 1915 figures. | 

All of this is equivalent to saying that | 
the company started 1916 with a much) 
greater accumulation of unfilled orders’ 
than was the case at the beginning of | 
1915. And this in turn assures beyond 
question that orders billed to customers’ 
in 1916 can easily show a $20,000,000, 
or 25 per cent, increase over the late! 
year and establish a record that will 
eclipse even the remarkable 12 months'| 
of 1913, when a total of $106,477,000 of 
electrical goods was shipped out to cus- 
tomers. 

A great many manufacturing enter- 
prises can standardize to the limit. The 
automobile has made its success in part 
at least though its ability to standard- 
ize to a fine degree. But a business such 
as that of General Electric is de-cen- 
tralized. It must remain so while the 
electrical art is still in its remarkable 
development stnge. General Electric 
makes no less than 108,000 different 
types and varieties of apparatus. It 


cannot carry such an enormous number 


of different things in stock. It must be 
built on blue-print specifications to an 
extent that is perhaps hardly equalled 
among American metal companies. 

If General Electric were to adopt some 
hard and fast notion of standardization 
it would end the electrical art. Appara- 
tus that the world heralded as marvelous 
a few years ago is today junk. Fort 
example, the steam turbine of 1907 was 
big when it reached 2500 kilowatts. But 
today monsters of 45,000 kilowatts ca‘ 
pacity are being built. The entire art 
of turbine construction has been revolu- 
tionized in the last few years. 

General Electric does, however, havé 
a backlog of stability in its lamp sales. 
These sales are, strangely enough, the 
biggest single item in the thousands of 
different things the company manufac 
tures yearly. In 1915, for example, lamp 
sales bulked not far from $20,000,000 
gross, or more than 20 per cent of the 
entire year’s sales. No other single 
item of electrical use, not even motors, 
equalled this record. General Electrie 
makes on order or carries in stock some 
2000 or 3000 different kinds of lamps. 

It is understood that the next annual 
statement of General Electric will show 
the customary balance of about 12 per 
cent for the stock witly enough expendi- 
ture for new ecpnstruction charged to 
operation to make shareholders sure that 
the only way new rights will accrue 1 
when business grows so great that new 
working capital must be provided. Cer- 
tainly so far as brieks and mortar are 
concerned General Electric is a most self- 
contained proposition.

NEW HAVEN, 
graduates are taking much interest this 
winter in fencing with sabers and so 
many have taken it up that the dueling 
swords team has enlarged its organiza- 
tion and formed a saber team in addi- 
tion. This is making itself felt in the 


development of the Yale varsity fenc- 
ing team. 

Efforts are being made by the man- 
agement to arrange several meets for 
the year. This year, however, atten- 
tion will be chiefly concentrated on the 
dueling sword as the season is just be- 
ginning. The niost important'meet in 
which the team will take part is the 
Eddy cup mect, which will be held in 
New York Feb. 14. 

The winner of this mect will be en- 
titled to claim the junior championship 
of the country. In the past it has been 
won once by Harvard and once by Col- 
umbia, but Yale has never gained the 
championship. This year, however, pros- 
pects look unusually bright. The whole 
of last year’s team is in college, making 
four experienced men who may be called 
on. The management will arrange for 
some good contests to be played in New 
Haven and it is expected that there will 
be several good exhibition bouts. 

The saber team will be able to arrange 
for miatches with. other college teams 
this year, it is hoped, or next year at 
any rate. The formation of the team is 
a particularly fortunate incident at the 
present time as M. Bartholi, the coach 
of the dueling sword team, is one of 
the most expert saber men in America. 
Also the saber has recently been added 
to the intercollegiates, and Yale will be 
enabled to send a team within the next 
two or three years.

NEW YORK, N. Y.—It was learned 
on good authority here Monday that any 
golfer who takes advantage of the offer

Cross in the Ancient Market Place of Lambourn, Wiltshire 


In the ancient market place of Lam- 
bourn,- which is seven miles from Hun- 
geriord, and in the heart of Wiltshire, 
stands a gothie cross. It consists of a 
tall plain shaft with an ornamental cap- 
ital, on an ascent of steps. On inquiry 
in the quaint old village, lying in a 
basin of the hills, the folk cannot say how 
far back the ancient cross is dated, but 
will tell you in answer to your query 
that “it has always been there.”

The demands lately put forward by the progressive 
party of the Duma and the Council of Empire show 
clearly enough how vigorous is the progressive move- 
ment. The demands cover a wide field. They say that 
all political and religious prosecutions should cease; that 
full rights should be restored to the zemstvos and munic- 
ipal assemblies; that sentences of exile should be quashed ; 
that a wider liberty should be granted to Poles and 
Jews; that a-policy of conciliation should be instituted 
in the matter of the Finnish question, and that bills 
should be passed with regard to the equal rights of peas- 
ants with other social, classes. 

There is, it must be admitted, a statesmanship about 
these demands that is peculiarly welcome. The _ posi- 


tion of the Jews, the Poles and the Finns has long been 
In the’ early days of the war 


one of great hardship. 
definite promises were made of more liberal treatment, 
notably in the proclamation of the Grand’ Duke Nicholas 
to the Poles. Little or nothing, however, has, so far, 
been done in the way of actual legislation. As to what 
is the attitude in practice of the authorities, on these mat- 
ters, information is in the last degree conflicting. It 1s, 
it would appear, largely a matter of local decision. The 
progressive demands, however, show that these and other 
questions have not been allowed to lapse, and more vig- 
orous action, on the. part of the government, may be 
looked for at any moment.

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A Tie-Up Not Permissible . 

four of the brotherhoods of railway emplovees in 
the United States are balloting for or against endow- 
ment of their officials with power to bring on a genera! 
tie-up of the railways of the country, if, in negotiations 
with the roads, there is refusal of the workers’ demands. 
In advance, it is stated by the labor officials that arbitra- 
tion of the issue will not be accepted. Reports of the 
balloting indicate that, when the count. is finally made, 
it will be found that the rank and file authorize the 
extreme policy. 

On the other side, administrators of highest rank in 
the leading railway. systems of the land, east and west, 
are federating for a closely-bound alliance in resistance 
to what by them are believed to be inordinate demands 
of workers, to be made at a time strategically chosen as 
likely to have most weight with the railroads, since they 
are now doing an unprecedented business. © No watcher 
of the events that have led to this alliance of the railways 
can have missed seeing that, in its present form, it repre- 
sents the most formidable and inclusive organization of 
the kind the country ever has seen. 

With the technical questions involved in the dispute, 
as to hours, wages and overtime pay, the public is not 
now nearly so much concerned as with the apparent 
determination of at_least One party of the belligerents 
to spurn, at the start, any claim that the public may make 
that the country shall be spared an economic war and a 
hold-up of itS transportation system. If the labor lead- 
ers assume that the people who travel and the people 
Who ship goods will stand by the railway employees in 
any such attitude of dehance, they mfsread the signs of 
the times. It will not, in our judgment, Be tolerated. 


If present legislation is not rigorous enough to deal with 


the situation, then a new law will very likely be passed; 
and, in absence of any adequate law, the executive will 
no doubt be supported in such positive action as he may 
take to preserve peace. ‘The people cannot reasonably be 
expected to endure high-handed group action that may 
cause huge losses to the producing and consuming public, 
when, by conciliatory, rational, quasi-judicial methods, 
all approximation of justice can be arrived at under 
which railways and their workers can do the public's 
business uninterruptedly and in an orderly way. Nor, 
we believe, will any public official be allowed to suffer 
politically for any courageous action he may take in 
bringing the elements of common’sense and justice into 
settlement of the issue. 

Nothing will hasten faster growth of a demand for 
nationalization of the railways than persistence, by own- 
ers and operators of railways or by their employees, in 
the contention that group interests transcend public wel- 
fare, and that any differences of opinion they may have 
can be settled fistically, as it were, while the army of 
railway users sits by and waits for the conflict and the 
interruption of service to’ cease. :

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Guaranteeing Loans to Mexico 


THe problems of General Carranza are fiscal as well 
as military and educational, and are likely to be se for 
some time to come. [ven had he on his staff another 
Limantour really loyal to the interests of. the Mexican 
people, such a man’s genius could not do much unless 
satisfactory terms were made with lenders of capital that 
is necessary for rehabilitation of the national credit, 
neeting of legitimate claims for damages, and financing 
of the proposed educational and land reforms. 

The Carranza policy runs counter to the Mexican 
interests that, in normal times, have come to the aid of 
the government with capital, provided it was made suth- 
ciently profitable. Such surplus wealth as these capitalists 
may have retained to date is not likely to be lent to their 
foe to help him, even though the appeal is put on grounds 
of national: loyalty. Nor are outside lenders and 
investors, with past experiences still leaving them uncer- 
tain as to the real value of their loans and commitments, 
i; a mood to provide the cash that Carranza needs, 
though some of them will do so if signs point to a guar- 
Lacking this, the new gov- 
ernment may be seriously hampered as a civil entity just 
at a time when its military supremacy seems assured and 


when some of the reforms are beginning to be tried. It 
' 


is not necessary for either Carranza or Washington 
officials to be over curious about the moties that may 
prompt the large lenders of Wall street and the’ interests 
with large investments in Mexico to refuse the advances 
of Carranza as would-be borrower. ‘There are more 
ways than one of punishing an iconoclast who attacks 
idols, or a revolutionist who puts humanity above 
property. Moreover, trustees of available funds and 
inanagers of corporations have quite legitimate rights as 
lenders and as investors when it comes to demanding 
security for any pledges that Mexico may make: | “Good 
money cannot be ‘sent after bad,” as the saying is, ‘There 
must be some assurance that the creditor will get his 
return at the promised time., 

Hence it is not wholly surprising that, in the circum- 
stances, the United States is desired as voucher for the 
good intentions of Mexico, and as a guarantor of any 
fair plan for raising loans to Mexico that may be agreed 
upon by the interested parties. Our opinion and our 
contention for some time has been that the United States, 
having recognized’ Carranza, because of faith -in his 
ability and his good intentions, is under some moral 
obligation to help him to stand erect while he is carrying 
an exceptionally heavy’ burden of reconstructive, admin- 
istrative duties. In this case, if it is backing of Mexican 
credit that is timely, then that should be given, but only 
under terms that will carefully protect the interests of 
the United States, as well as of Mexico and the lenders. 
Aid of this kind, given by the United States, would con- 
firm favorable impressions in the southern republics that 
the official words of fraternity, so often uttered now- 
adays, have real content of good will back of them.

Glastonbury 


Tue fact that the Glastonbury thorn has failed to 
blossom this Christmas has filled a certain number of 
hopeful people with disappointment. It is not ‘that the 
Glastonbury thorn always blossoms at Christmas. In 
spite, indeed, of the legend, the exception might be said 
to be the rule. Still on the 5th of January, in the year 
1884, it is credibly affirmed, the Glastonbury thorn blos- 
somed, at midnight, at Sutton Poyntz, in the presence of 
250 people, though what 250 people were doing out of 
bed, at midnight at Sutton Poyntz, of all places, it 1s 
dithcult to know. | 

,Everybody knows. the legend of the Glastonbury 
thorn. The story goes that Joseph of Arimathea, un- 
able to endure the venom of the Jews in Jerusalem, left 
the city, and journeying, with Philip, with Mary and 
Martha, and with Lazarus, came to Marseilles, where 
they rested. From Marseilles, Joseph himself took ship 
to Iengland, and, in due course, found his way to Ynys 
vr Afalon, the little island in the Severn, which the Ro- 
mans knew as Avallonia, and which in the Arthurian cycle 
became Avalon. Here in those ancient Celtic days there 
had for centuries been a lake village, the curious vestiges 
of which remain unto this day, and here Joseph planted 
the winter thorn, which he had carried with him all the 
way from Palestine. 

As time went on there sprang up_on the adjoining 
bank the old Saxon town of Glestvngabyrig. Here 
Joseph built the first Christian churelf in Britain, a tiny 
wattled building, according to the chroniclers. Here, 
by the flat marshes of the great river, there came together 
a little band of anchorites. Here, after a century or two, 
Saint Patrick bent his steps, and established a regular 
monastic order, which increased little by little, until here 
Ina, King of the West Saxons, was converted, and built 
the first Saxon church in the country. 

After these davs the history of Glastonbury became 
a microcosin of the history of England. The great shrine 
and the magnificent abbey which gradually lifted its walls 
and‘towers high over the surrounding roofs, were visited 
by perhaps a's many pilgrims as trod the famous way from 
Winchester to Canterbury. Things went on quietly 
enough until, one day, King Henry’s visitors came riding 
through the West Country, and the full blast of the re- 
formation; broke over Glastonbury. The early Protes- 
tants had little respect for things they regarded as super- 
stition. The magnificent abbey, one of the most beauti- 
ful buildings in the world, was shattered into pieces, and 
much of it went to metal the great road which was built 
through the Fen country from Glastonbury to Wells. It 
was then that the Glastonbury thorn was hacked down, 
so that the English thorn, which blossoms today at 
Christmas, 1s not the original thorn of Glastonbury, but 
one or another of those planted in different parts of 
England. 

In the centuries which intervened a marvelous vol- 
ume of legend sprung up round the great abbey, as was 
only to be expected. Here came Saint Aldhelm, the 
famous Bishop of Sherborne, the inventor of the organ, 
whose name is still preserved to a race of unconscious 
fishermen, in St. Alban’s Head, on the Dorset coast. Here 
too lived Saint Dunstan, and here he had that mighty 


contest with the devil, when becoming irritated beyond - 


bearing at the aggressiveness of the fiend, he dragged his 
red-hot tongs from the brazier, and seized Satan with 
them by the nose. What anybody else may have failed to 
note about Glastonbury the great chronicler Geoffrev of 
Monmouth supplied. It was he who traced the descent 
of our English Arthur from AEneas of Troy, with fhat 
delightful imsouciance which left his readers no doubt 
that the pedigree was as genuine as that of Henry Plan- 
tagenet. It was to Glastonbury, according to Geoffrev, 
that Henry Curtmantel came to watch the excavations in 
the great abbey, which ended in the discovery of the 
famous inscription, Hic jacet .sepultus inclitus Rex 
Arthurus in insula Avalonia. At all events that is what 


Geoffrey says that they found, and a man who reads* 


Geoffrey must not be supplied with too many donbts. 
Henry: took the matter so seriously that he rode awav to 
Windsor, and there built the great Round Tower in imita- 
tion of Arthur's hall at Camelot. Probably between them 
thev had some part in fashioning that wonderful Round 
Table, which is still shown to awestruck visitors ia Win- 
chester, the capital of the West Saxon kingdom, and so 
between them they helped to build up the story of the 
Great Fellowship, the evrdense of which was one day to 
convince the worthy Master William Caxton himself.

For as Caxton sgid, was there not. in addition to the great 
discovery at Glastingbury, the print of Arthur's seal in 
red wax closed in beryl, preserved at Westminster. to sav 
nothing of Cradok’s mantle, and Lawnecelot’s sword. So 
that to doubt might, indeed, “be arretted great folly and 
blindness.” 


Notes and Comments 


IN AN editorial, written not long ago, in this paper, we 
referred to the proverbs of Poor Richard, and looking 
over the list of those quoted it is remarkable to notice the 
length of the genealogy of most of them. To prove that 
there was nothing new left for any man to say was the 
jay of Mr. Abraham Havyward’s life, and he might have 
preached, and probably did preach, a sermon on this point 
with reference to Poor Richard. “God helps those who 
help themselves,” for instance. was first said by 
AEschylus, unless some one said it before Aeschylus. “He 
that goes a-borrowing goes a sorrowing,” is to be found 
in George Herbert's collection, which preceded that ot 
Franklin by about a couple of centuries, and it was appar- 
ently coined or first recorded by Dr. Thomas Tusser, 
and none other. ‘“‘Never leave that till tomorrow which 
vou can do today,” is a very bad rendering of Cervantes’ 
delightful, “In the street of ‘Bve-and-bye’ you come to 
the house of ‘Never,’ ” whilst the old saying about expe- 
rience originated, of course, in the famous ‘Experientia’ 
docet” of Tacitus. : .

We-.have never actually attempted to_ 
post a letter in a Chelsea pensioner; but, side by side 
with a pillar box, there is very little to choose between 
them on a dark night.

But when the 
insertions are reports of speeches, conferences and 
travels in behalf of a great popular reform, then the book- 
maker's records are invaluable; and a public depository 
tor their safe keeping, and for the maximum of use by 
an inquisitive public, is needed. The Library of Con- 
gress, in Washington, has just been made custodian of 
a collection of literature about woman suffrage which, 
of its kind, is not equaled. It is the story of the activities 
of a champion of the cause who has kept her record of 
persons seen and heard while touring the world.

The grand prize, a gold medal, was awarded to 
a Lafayette, Ind., firm for the production of a large pink 
bloom known as the “Nancy,” and, as a testimonial to 
the hospitality of the city in which the gathering took 
place, a new carnation was named the “St. Louis.” No 
doubt plenty of the latter sort will be on the market in 
time for the opening of the Democratic national conven- 
tion in June. Meanwhile, Chicago is clinging to the vio- 
let, although signs indicate that the New York rose will 
be popular there during the national Republican conven- 
tion later in the month named. 


[r 1s likely that a bill making the Grand Canyon of 
the Colorado, in Arizona, a national reservation and park, 
will be given consideration in the present session of Con- 
gress. .\n account believed to be accurate shows that 
104,000 visitors were attracted to this marvelous spec- 
tacle in 1915, and it is expected that a much greater 
number will be induced, by the wider spread of its repu- 
tation, to visit it this year. The great advantagé in 
nationalization of the region would be in the elimination 
of advertising signs and cheap exploitation of its scenic 
beauties.
